LOOMIS TO TELL 
OF BOOZE PARTY 


Washington Grand Jury 
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Stabs Young Woman to 
Death as She Returns 
From Date; Pleads No 
Recollection. 


Austin, Texas, November 10.—() 
Judge John W. Brady, 59, Austin 
attorney and formerly a member of 
the third court of civil appeals, was 
held in the county jail on a. murder 
charge today after Miss Lehlia High- 
smith, 28, stenographer for the su- 
preme court commission of appeals, 
died of stab wounds, one of which 
penetrated her heart. 

A preliminary hearing for Judge 
Brady has been set for tomorrow in 
the court of Justice of the Peace F. 
R. Tannehill. 

Miss Highsmith was cut with a 
knife soon after she alighted from an 
automobile in front of her apartment 
late last night. The knife was de- 
seribed by Sheriff ‘Coley White as 
“at least 12 inches long.” 

Dies in Hour’s Time. 

Sheriff White said that Frank 
Graham, Jr., employed in a local 
music store, was the only eye-witness 
to the cutting. The knife was wrested 
from Judge Brady by F. Mc- 
Naughton, who came from the apart- 
ment house, the sheriff said. Brady 
sustained a cut on one of his fingers. 

Miss Highsmith never spoke after 
she was wounded and had not re- 
gained consciousness when she died, 


an hour later in a hospital. .She 
ad three knife wounds on her. body.

the facts were available. 

Dickens said that Judge Brady had 
no knowledge of the tragedy nor of 
events immediately preceding it and 
was shocked when apprized of the 
homicide and that he had _ been 
charged with murder. The attorney 
said that Brady had attended the 
Texas-Baylor football game and later 
had been drinking with friends. 

Has No Recollection. 

Dickens said that the only recollec- 
tion Judge Brady had of the events 
of last night was that he had had “an 
encounter with a number of people 
somewhere.” 

During the day Dr. Joe Wooten and 
Dr. Goodall Wooten visited Judge 
Brady in his cell. 

McNaughton, who was the first to 
reach Judge Brady after the stabbing, 
said he had come downstairs to an- 
swer the telephone -andg he heard 
Judge Brady speak to Miss Highsmith 
as she came through the door. 

“They stood on the- porch and 
talked just like any other man and 
woman  quarrelling,” McNaughton 
said. “When I heard a scream I ran 
out to the sidewalk. Judge Brady 
did not say anything when I took 
the knife from him.” 

Wife Visits Jail. 

Brady formerly was county attor- 
néy of Travis county, having served 
in that capacity when the state of 
Texas recovered approximately $3,000.- 
000 from the Waters Pierce Oil Cor- 
poration, representing penalties for 
its alleged violation of the anti-trust 
laws. He had also served as an as- 
sistant attorney-general. He received 
his degree from the University of 
Texas in 1896. -

Rome, Ga., November 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —John M. Vandiver, 68, state 
revenue commissioner and for half a 
century a resident of Rome, died at 
the home of his cousins, Misses Kath- 
erine and Hattie Benjamins, here 
Sunday at 12:15 p. m. Mr. Vandi- 
ver was taken ill while conversing 
with friends and died before medical 
aid could reach him. 

He is survived by two sisters, Mrs. | 
Elizabeth Ramage, of Decatur, Ga.. 
and Mrs. A. K. Gann, of Opelika, 
Ala.;: a brother, Ed Vandiver, of 
Asheville, N. C., and a number of 
nieces and nephews. Another, broth- 
er, Walter Vandiver, Rome attorney, 
preceded him in death, as did his 
wife. , 

Mr. Vandiver came to Rome when 
16 years old. He was identified with 
every undertaking for the upbuilding 
not only of Rome and Floyd county 
but the entire northwest Georgia. He 
was postmaster under the Cleveland 
administration for five years, tax col- 
lector of Floyd county for 20 -years, 
a member of the city commission and 
first commissioner for many years. 

Six years ago he was appointed 
'state commissioner of revenue by 
Governor Clifford Walker and re-ap- 
pointed by Governor Hardman, which 
position he held at the time of his 
URN rr wre ree — 

Mr, Vandiver was a Shriner and a{ 
member of the First Methodist church 
of this city. -He was on the board 
of stewards and was trustee of the 
church at the time of his death. He 
had been.a delegate to both state and 
national democratic conventions many 
times. « 

Funeral services for Mr. Vandiver 
will be conducted at 2:30 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon from the First 
Methodist church here, and interment 
will be in the Myrtle Hill cemetery.

Woman Denies Causing

Camden, N. J., November 10.—(4) 
Gladys May Parks, sought by the 
police for a week, tonight was in the 
Camden county jail charged with the 
killing’ of one child and burying it 
in quick lime and suspected of hav- 
ing slain another, the body of whom 
she admits also having hidden. 

The victims were Dorothy Rogers, 
4, and her brother, Timothy, 2, the 
children of Allen Rogers, an insur- 
ance agent, of Woodbury, N. J. Rog- 
ers’ wife died about a year aga, leay- 
ing six children, and Gladys May 
Parks, cousin of Mrs. Rogers, asked 
Rogers to let her raise two of the chil- 


dren. 

Rogers agreed, one of the woman's 
stipulations being that he was not to 
visit the children. For that reason 
he had not seen them since last sum- 
mer and had not suspected anything 
wrong until the skeleton of a little 
girl was found at National park, near 
here, on November 2, 


Surrenders Voluntarily. 


The skeleton was discovered by two 
11-year-old ‘girls in the tall weeds 
} while they were on their way te 
church. Some of the bones were 

in a sheet with a Camden 
undry mark and when Rogérs 
this in the newspapers he remembered 
the Parks woman was a former em- 
ploye of the laundry and reported to 
the police that he had turned over his 
children to the woman whem he could 
not find. 

The prisoner is about 35 years 
old.

Ideas which seem quite new are 
often several centuries-old. Whether 
they concern the United States of 
Europe, of which others dreamed be- 
fore M. Briand, although under a little 
different form; or of the freedom of 
the seas, a matter now very much on 
the international carpet,’ some one 
else also thought of that. The orig- 
inator of the freedom of the seas was 
that precursor of Woodrow ° Wilson, 
the man who also launched the thesis 
of a League of Nations: Hugo de 
Groot, or Grotius. Grotius, who is 
one of the greatest spirits of all time, 
was a Hollander. For political reasons, 
opposition to the rise of the Orange 
family in the Dutch republic, he was 
incarcerated, but escaped to France 
and later served that country as am- 
bassador to Sweden. In 1609 he wrote 
a work named “Mare Liberum,” in 
which he defended the theory of the 
freedom of the seas. This theory was 
not at all liked in England, which 
was uround that time battling Hol- 
land intermittently for supremacy on 
the oceans and in the Indies. An Eng- 
lish philosopher received the order 
from the British admiralty to refute 
the thesis of Grotius. The “Mare 
Clausum” of Selden was the answer to 
Grotius’ “Mare Liberum.” Selden set 
out to prove that the seas were Brit- 
annia’s domain. His work was pub- 
lished by order of King Charles I and 
printed at.the expense of the state. 
The book was later solemnly depos- 
ited in the archives of the admiralty 


and whenever British maritime power |. 


was menaced or the empire’s colonial 
claims disputed, “Mare Clausum” was 
opened to find an argument. By all 
appearances, however, it’s Grotius’ 
thesis that will win out in the end, 
three centuries after the great Hol-

Spoon, or 
Thumb? 


Village barbers in rural France are 
not all converted yet to modern hy- 
gienic methods. In fact some of the 


back concession shops are _ rather 
reminiscent of the middle ages. They 
have a long way to go before they 
begin to resemble our New York em- 
poriums with gleaming sterilizers, 
spotless whiteness and their air of 
surgical clinics. The prices, too, are 
somewhat backward, it should be 
added. Down in a little Normandy 
village, not far from Lisieux, where 
the fame of an eighth century little 
Gothic church tempted us to investi- 
gate early this summer, we were told 
by the host of the inn that the shoe- 
maker was also the barber. The bar- 
bering, however, was carried on only 
on Sundays. The goodman’s wife does 
the soaping. Prices are modest, very 
modest even. There is a double tariff. 
The first price is ten sous, half a 
franc, two cents American money. For 
this amount you get shaved “a la 
cuiller,” that is to say the barber 
introduces a spoon in your mouth in 
order to stretch your hide while he 
operates. The other price, really quite 
democratic, you will admit, is 30 cen- 
times, one cent and a half in Ameri- 
can money, we'll say. For this money 
mine host told me you gec shaved “au 
pouce.” That is to say, instead of the 
spoon the shoemaker-barber sticks his 
thumb in the customer's mouth.

At a banquet in London, which was 
a sort of festive reunion for the Brit- 
ish officers who participated in the 
conquest of German East Africa during 
the war, the German general who was 
beaten in those regions was the guest 
of honor. The French papers call this 
an incident showing again the incom- 
prehensible mental state of English- 
men in general. Still, they should not 
forget how these incomprehensible 
things work out. Like that German 
general, whose name is Herr Von 
Lettow-Vorbeck, General Smuts also 
once carried arms against the British 
empire. Yet afterwards he was com- 
mander in chief of British troops in 
Africa, member of the imperial cabi- 
net, co-editor of the covenant of Ge- 
neva, prime minister of a_ British 
dominion. That is what Britain made 
of a one-time bitter enemy. The pa- 
cification of the South African Dutch, 
the most stubborn race on‘earth, and 
the country’s elevation to a British 
dominion remains for all time one of 
the greatest achievements of British 
liberalism. In the present instance the 
British officers showed they harbor 
no rancor. They are sportsmen, who 
appreciate the valor of an opponent 
but are willing to shake hands with 
him the moment the scrap is over. It’s 
better than brooding over revenge or 
allowing the other fellow to brood.

That he did not sway the bench 
was plainly because Chief Justice 
Watts is one of the remaining great 
jurists who follows the once-famous 
school of Calhoun strict construction- 
ists of constitutional grants and limi- 
tations of legislative power. He was 
solidly right as to that cult, but chang- 
ed times and legislative relations to 
government have made it largely ob- 
solete. In the national conduct, and 
in that of all the states, we have 
come to the broad doctrine that legis- 
latures may make any law that does 
not directly violate some express pro- 
hibition of the federal or state consti- 
tution.

The Reason for the New Creed. 


This recent liberal practice is often 
referred to as the “new creed of con- 
stitutional construction,” but it is 
not new in fact. The foundation for 
it was laid by Chief Justice Marshall 
and his associates away back yonder 
when they declared that congress could 
employ any means “appropriate” to 
carry on and execute any power grant- 
ed or implied in the constitution. 

That general license by the highest 
court in the land opened a gate as 
wide as that into the Plutonian region 


| for the passage of every text and color 


of legislation not absolutely in so 


many words prohibited by the consti- 
tution. 

And that is why congress now, at 
every session, passes legislation and 
uses the public funds in ways that 
7Q@ years ago would have been almost 
unanimously denounced in that body, 
and vetoed either by the president or 
the supreme court. But now all three 
departments of the government—the 
congress, the president and the su- 
preme court—are agreed upon the sim- 
ple doctrine that “if it is not express- 
ly prohibited it is lawful to do it!” 

It is an elastic doctrine that takes 
the iron ribs out of the constitution 
and makes it convenient and compet- 
ent to do many things that in the 
earlier times presidents, congresses and 
courts held could not be done with- 
out an amendment of the constitution 
to authorize them. But constitution 
amending is. usually a long and 
cumbrous process; some have agreed 
to abandon the process. 


Fiexible Constitutions Are Better. 


Modern legislatures and courts find 
that it is better for quick action and 
in emergencies to have an understand- 
ing that the constitution of the state 
is flexible. Under the general grants 
of the document they can find war- 
rant to do a thousand things the farm- 
ers of the constitution never dreamed 
of and therefore could include no spe- 
cifieation. ' 

That is why so many legislators of 
Georgia see no need of revising the 
constitution of 1877, although they 
know that it has fallen into a thing 
of rags and patches. They wish to 
rhold on to it because it is just that 
—so ragged that through its moth- 
eaten holes they can drive any scheme 
they favor. And they do that at every 
session of the legislature. 

It is perfectly safe policy and con- 
duct as long as the people will stand 
for it; and the people have not sense 
enough to protest and kick against 
that policy. They do not realize that 
the constitution which Bob Toombs 
and his coHeagues made for the protec- 
tion of the people no longer protects 
them. They have not yet waked up 
to the fact that whatever would be 
good for them is “unconstitutional” 
and whatever is good for the politi- 
cians and the interests they represent 
is always right, constitution or no con- 
stitution. Which accounts for why 
our Georgia is one of the most mis- 
governed and bankrupt states of the 
union.

New Tax Laws Will Pay All Debts 
Of the State by End of 1931, 


Thinks Tax Commissioner Norman 


BY R. C. NORMAN, 
State Tax Commissioner. 

The old system of taxation that 
prevailed in Georgia prior to the last 
session of our general assembly was 
unfair, unjust, unworkable and _ to- 
tally unsuited to modern conditions. 

The old property tax is a relic of 
a bygone day and is condemned by 
every competent authority in the civ- 
ilized world. 

In my candid opinion the revenue 
measures passed by the 1929 general 
assembly are the most constructive 
that have been enacted within the past 
20 years. y, 

The gross receipts or sales tax and 
the net: income tax are a departure 
from the obsolete system that has pre- 
vailed in (jJeorgia since the Civil War. 
They are in line with modern thought 
and practice and give us a basis upon 
which can be constructed a just, equit- 
able and adequate revenue system for 
our state. 

The weight of the tax burden for 
a number of years has fallen upon real 
estate. Other classes of property were 
either escaping taxation altogether or 
returned at a ridiculously low valu- 
ation. 

There are many domestic and for- 
eign concerns in our state that own lit- 
tle physical property and pay a very 
small property tax, yet have a large 
turnover in sales and are 
handsome profits. The gross receipts 
tax law reaches these classes of busi- 
ness, as well as all other classes 
where the gros receipts per annum 
exceed %&30,000. 

Tax Not Burdensome. 


The rate is low. After deducting 
the exemption the manufacturer will 
pay only $35 upon $100,000 of gross 
sales and $485 upon $1,000,000; the 
wholesaler and jobber $70 upon $100,- 
000 and $970 upon $1,000,000; the 
retailer $140 upon $100,000 and 
$1,940 upon $1,000,000; utilities and 
amusements $210 upon $100,000 and 
$2,916° upon $1,000,000. 

This tax will not prove burdensome 
to any class or character of business. 
The net income tax is the most gen- 
erally approved and regarded as the 
fairest of all forms of taxation. A 
corporation or an individual does not 
pay unless he earns a net income above 
the exemption allowed. 

This form of taxation has proven 
popular in the south. The largest sin- 
gle group of income tax states is in 
the south. Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi.

Carolina, South Carolina Mississippi. 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Missouri and 
Oregon contain provisions very sim- 
ilar to ours. The courts of each of 
these states have held an income tax 
legal and constitutional. 

After next year the income tax can 
be set off against the gross receipts 
tax. This will avoid double taxa- 
tion and at the same time reach all 
classes of business. 

Income for Service. 

The modern state must supply serv- 
ice if it keeps pace with progress. The 
state is called upon today to render 
services that were not dreamed of a 
generation ago. We must have paved 
roads, modern schools, care for our 
unfortunates, look after the health of 
our people, pay pensions and do very 
many things to promote the progress, 
the welfare and happiness of our cit- 
zens. 

Georgia is not a poor state. Our 
wealth has rapidly increased within 
the past decade, yet in many respects 
we are at or near the bottom. Geor- 
gia stands forty-sixth in appropria- 
tions for education, forty-sixth in 
teachers’ salaries, forty-fifth in ap- 
propriations for higher education, and 
forty-eighth in funds provided for 
buildings at our higher institutions 
of learning. 

More than half of our state lies 
in the malaria belt. Florida appro- 
priates 20c per capita, North Carolina 
18ce, Alabama 15c, South Carolina 12c, 
and Tennessee 8c for public health, 
while Georgia appropriates only 3 1-2c 
per capita and this small sum has been 
available for only two years. 

Our state is badly in debt. We 
are faving a large deficit. With the 
revenues that will be derived from the 
gross re:eipts and the income tax laws 
we will be able by the end of 1931 
to pay all’ we owe and our stete will 
then be upon a sound financial basis. 

If the statutory income tax should 
be declared illegal a special cession 
of the general assembly would be nec- 
essary. The legisJature cannot enact 
a fairer and more equitable measure 
than the income tax. If it has to pro- 
vide the revenue to pay our debts 
from other sources some classes of 
property in Georgia will have to be 
excessively taxed. 


Our new reventie measures will have 
to be amended and ‘mproved through 
experience. We are levying some taxes 
which should unquestionably be re- 
pealed but our experience by the time 
the 1931 session of the general as- 
sembly arrives will enable us_ to 
smooth out many of the inequalities 
in the new measures. 

A fair and adequate revenue sys- 
tem cannot be built in a day or 
enacted in a single session of a leg- 
islature. Having departed from the 
old we are now in a position to go 
forward and in a few years construct 
a system of taxation that. will com- 


pare with the best.

Health Talks| 


The three stages of flatfoot were 
described in the talk “Up on Your 
Toes” given here recently. Briefly 
they are the trial size or potential, 
flatfoot—doctors call this pronated 
feet and laymen call it weak ankles; 
then the regular Main street shuffle; 
and finally the hospital size package, 
fixed deformity. I made it clear in 
that talk that one may still come back, 
in the first and second stages, provid- 


ed one does not fall under the spell of 
arch props; but when the trouble ac- 
tually brings about bony changes, and 
the victim can no longer rise upon his 
toes when standing barefoot, then 
nothing short of surgery can correct 
the deformity. The use of props or 
other means of support is strictly a 
surgical problem and while one with 
minor foot trouble may get over it in 
spite of the ill-advised wearing of 
such appliances, it is certain that the 
first and second stages of flatfoot 
(functional) are most, quickly and ef- 
fectually relieved or corrected without 
resorting to any kind of arch support 
other than that of natural muscle 
tone. , 

Here are some good exercises for 
anyone with pronated or flexible flat 
feet; the exercises may do no harm 
in fixed flatfoot but cannot be expect- 
ed to restore of foot to normal func- 
tion as they will in the trial size and 
Main street flatfoot. 

Stand barefoot, feet parallel*or toe- 
ing in somewhat. Roll both feet out- 
ward as far as you can, so that you 
will stand for a moment on the outer 
edges with the soles clear of floor. Re- 
peat this movement from 10 to 40 
times, according to your fatigability, 
and do the exercise faithfully morn- 
ing, noon and night. Stand as before. 
Tuck your chin down inside an imag- 
inary high collar. Line your back up 
against an imaginary straight edge. 
Hold this erect posture throughout the 
exercise. Rise slowly on toes, as high 
as possible, and while up on your toes 
contract the muscles as though grasp- 
ing the floor with your toes and as 
though twisting or bending the heels 
inward toward each other. Then slow- 
ly and steadily down again. Repeat 
this from 3 to 20 times, according to 
your fatigability, morning, noon and 
night. 

Sit with one leg extended on a sur- 
face even with your seat, and the 
feet in pigeon-toe position, that is, 
the toes turning in slightly. Now flex 
the right ankle firmly as though you 
were trying to scratch your left ear 
with the right little toe. Repeat this 
movement from 10 to 50 times accord- 
ing to fatigability, first with one foot, 
then with the other, morning, noon 
and night. 

If these three simple exercises are 
carried out faithfully over a period of 
three months; and at the same time 
the feet have the advantage of proper 
footwear (if any), the relief will 
prove distinct in any case and cura- 
tive in many cases of pronated and 
functional flat feet.

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GOOGE ATTENDS 
LABOR MEETING 
IN WASHINGTON 


Savannah, Ga., November 10.—() 
President George L. Googe, of the Sa- 
vannah Trades and Labor assembly, 
has been called to Washington, D. C., 
by President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor, to at- 
tend a conferepce of presidents of 105 
labor unions at the capital on Thurs- 
day to plan, it is announced, an in- 
tensive campaign of organization in 
the south. 

President Green and Secretary Mor- 
rison, in a letter addressed to the va- 
rio@s unions affiliated with the fed- 
eration, said: “There is a basis for 
the social unrest and industrial dis- 
content which is so apparent in the 
south and which is attracting the at- 
tention of the nation.” 

Mr. Green last week announced the 
postponement of the sixth Pan-Ameri- 
can labor congress because “the very 
existence of the organized labor move- 
ment” was threatened by conditions in 
the southern states. 

Pointing out that over a million 
workers are employed in the region 
where the campaign is to be conduct- 
ed, Mr. Green said at that time, “the 
labor movement in the south finds 
itself confronted with one of the mo=‘ 
gigantic campaigns ever launched by 
employers to prevent organized labor 
from doing its duty.”

rains are not hampered in this way 
and are allowed to enter the rooms. 


' An enormous amount of fuel is 
burned every winter in homes just to 
heat the cold air which leaks in at 
‘the doors and windows. Of course, 
the cold air gets in on one side of 
the house, the warm air escapes on 
the opposite, and this means a defi- 
nite loss of heat. When the window 
area is about fifteen per cent of the 
wall area, nearly thirty-three per cent 
of all the heat needed to keep the 


house warm is required to offset the 


chilling effect of the leakage through 
the window cracks. In other words, 
if you could seal up your windows 
tight, your fuel bills would detrease 
one-third. This is advocated by some 
engineers, but let us hope the day of 
homes equipped with such prison-like 
windows is far distant. 

“However, it is possible to reduce 
this heat loss a great deal by using 
weather-strips on the windows and 
doors. A well-designed type may re- 
duce the loss of heat by leakage as 
much as four-fifths, so that about 23 

r cent of the annual fuel bill may 
7 saved 


Leaks Around Windows. 

Take, for example, the ordinary 
wooden window, with sash that slide 
up and down, known as the double- 
hung window. Without weather strips 
when the wind blows on an average 
of 15 miles an hour every lineal 
foot of crack allows 157 cubic feet of 
air to leak through in an hour. This 
is a conservative estimate based upon

between sash and frame. In most 
houses the crack grows larger than 
this as the wood seasons and _ shrinks. 
Often a house may be warm the first 
winter but develops drafts and chilly 
spots the following one, because all 
the cracks between the sash and 
frames have increased as the wood 
dried out.”

TRADING IN BONDS 
TURNS IRREGULAR 


New York, November 10.—(/)— 
Although fundamental conditions are 
regarded as kighly favorable for the 
bond market of stocks. After a burst 
.* gtrength on Monday, the list of 
coupon securities turned highly irreg- 
ular during the ensuing three-hour 
sessions as holdings were sold to pro- 
vide funds both for impaired margin 
accounts and for purchase of shares. 
The selling, however, was only 
moderate and losses were of a minor 
nature, contrasted with the sharp 
drops of the preceding week when 
stock values made their wide break.

but there were small losses in gilt- 
edge loans of domestic corporations. 
Foreign bonds showed some weak- 
ness. 

When the liquidation of stocks has 
been terminated, bankers and bond 
experts believe that the forward move- 
ment of the market will be resumed 
with considerable vigor. The use of 
credit for speculative purposes has 
been sharply curtailed, as the decline 
of one and three-quarters billions in 
brokers’ loans in the last fortnight 
attests, and money is nearing levels 
which will make bond buying attrac- 
tive to banks. Already there has 
been a marked increase in inquiry 
from corporations which placed large 
sums in the call money market dur- 
ing the months of high interest rates, 
but which find the current figures 
not so alluring. 

Quite aside from the demand that 
normally follows easing money, the 
heavy losses suffered by investors in 
stocks have turned attention to bonds 
as a more stable refuge for funds. 
In times of declining prices in equity 
issues individuals who had _ partici- 
pated in a rising stock market go 
back to fixed-income obligations, and 
the tendency in this direction, which 
reached sizeable proportions during 
the October bond rally, is expected to 
continue, 

New financing is small.* Last 

week’s total of bond offerings was 
only $16,866,000, all of which fell 
in the municipal classification. The 
total a week ago was $2,292,500, the 
lowest of the year. whereas in the 
corresponding week of 1928 the 
amount was $75.765.000.  Stabiliza- 
tion of the security markets and re- 
covery from the nervousness that ac- 
companies such drastic declines as 
have just been witnessed would un- 
doubtedly result in the appearance of 
numerous new loans. 
_ Observers are watching with some 
interest the nature of such financing. 
During the months of the bull market 
in shares virtually every major bond 
issue by a domestic corporation car- 
ried a stock privilege’ feature to

“Will American trade be hurt by 
the collapse in the stock market?” is 
a question that is being asked every- 
where*in Europe as well as in Amer- 
ica. The universal interest in the an- 
swer is explained by the fact that the 
United States has become the world’s 
chief money-lender, and that enterprise 
everywhere is more or less dependent 
Gipon the size of vur loanable sur- 
plus. 


Those who have the public ear are 
always justified in making a reason- 
ably optimistic presentation of the 
facts, but it is a question of how far 
tLey ought to go in prophesying or 
proclaiming calamity even though it 
may seem to be inescapable. There- 
fore it might be well to take the pes- 
simistic predictions that are now to 
be heard on every side with a great 
deal of salt. 

It is true that stocks have declined 
and that a great many people feel 
poorer in consequence, but taken in 
its entirety the nation “ts just as well 
off as it was before the debacle in 
the stock market, and the only peo- 
ple who have sustained any real losses 
are those who have sold their stocks 
out for one reason or another. 

The losses that these sellers have 
been compelled to accept do not, how- 
ever, impair the intrinsic value of the 
securities that they have sold, and al- 
though he may not feel very rich the 
man who owns a house, a share of 
stock, or an oi] well, is just as well 
off today as he was six months ago, 
even though the market value of the 
thing owned may ‘haye been cut in 
half. Therefore, any depression in 
trade that may occur following the 
decline in stocks will be sequential 
rather than consequential in charac- 
ter. 

Economy May Come. 

. In the past such movements have 
never gone very far. America is too 
opulent to feel the necessity for econ- 
omy, and after our people have prac- 
ticed thrift for a few months, they 
generally revert to the habit of spend- 
ing lavishly, which is a_ national 
characteristic. 

Most statistics are at least a month 
behind the facts, and aside from the 
cuts in.the prices of radios and Ford 
automobiles the only affirmative evi- 
dence of lessehed demand that can be 
cited is the decline in most staple 
commodities that has been registered 
during the last week or ten days. 
Cotton is lower. The uncertainties 
of the stock market and an enlarge- 
ment of crop estimates are responsi- 
ble for the drop. Grain has. also de- 
clined as some of those who were long 
of wheat and corn are supposed to 
have been heavily interested in the 
stock market. Cotton has declined al- 
most to the price which the farm 
board will lend upon it to the co- 
operatives, and in some markets wheat 
has actually been below that price. 
Therefore the chairman of the farm 
board has good reason for advising 
against the sale of these commodities 
at present levels. 

Rubber is likewise lower upon ac- 
cumulating statistical evidence that 
production is exceeding both consump- 
tion and all earlier estimates. . Cof- 
fee has been very unsteady at a sharp 
decline upon cables from Rio and San- 
tos from which it is inferred that the 
“defense of coffee” is gradually dis- 
integrating. 

The unanimity with which the semi- 
speculative commodfties have declined 
would perhaps be more significant if 
they reflected an overbought condi- 
tion in any quarter, but stocks are not 
excessive. Retailers, jobbers and man- 
ufacturers are well sold up, and dis- 
tributors show no anxiety to get rid 
of goods. Industrial production is a 
little lower, particularly in automo- 
biles and steel, but the U. S. Steel 
Corporation reports that its unfilled 
orders increased in October for the 
second month in succession, and al- 
though no immediate upturn in either 
incustry is likely general conditions 
cannot be as unfavorable as some think

serious ‘harm commercially, but the 
stock exchange has gradually quieted 


down, and many gecurities are to be 
had at bargain prices. This fact is 


4 recognized, and .those investors who 


did not yield to the lure of the tipster 
when prices were 30 to 40 per cent 
higher are now picking up odd lots at 
a rate which will soon absorb a very 
substantial portion of the floating 
supply. 

The only item in the week’s news 
which gives any real oceasion for con- 
cern is an announcement that the 
president of the Philadelphia Real 
Estate Board has addressed a letter 
to most of the money-lending institu- 
tions of the city, requesting, that they 
Should grant a moratorium of six 
months upon obligations accruing un- 
der first mortgages on Philadelphia 
real estate. The reason given was 
that no first-mortgage money was 
available, as it had all been absorbed 
by the stock market. The publication 
of this letter, and an investigation to 
which it has led, has revealed that 
Similar conditions exist in a good 


many other American cities, and build- | 


ing operations will, of course, be sus- 
pended until first-mortgage loans can 
again be made at reasonable rates. 
But monetary conditions have al- 
ready become somewhat easier as a 
result of the unprecedented reduction 
in brokers’ loans, which have declined 
one and three-quarter billions during 
the past two weeks, and most bankers 
scout the idea that there can be any 
permanent shortage in the supply of 
first-mortgage money that has been 
such an important factor in the up- 
building of our American cities. 


Incidents of this sort are, however, 
likely to make people cautious, and 
no one looks for any revival of the 
boom until the stock market has 
demonstrated its self-sustaining power. 


The sapient Nathan Rothschild is 
said to have observed that it is never 
necessary to run to the stock ex- 
change, and those who are contem- 
plating the purchase of the shares 
that have recently declined so sharply 
will do well to thoroughly inform 
themselves as to the condition and 
prospects of the companies in which 
they intend to invest. 


Thoughtless Buying. 


The recent boom and the distressing 
collapse which has followed it were 
largely due to thoughtless buying, en- 
couraged by the ballyhoo of those 
whose enthusiasm got the best of 
them. Its repetition ought to be as 
far off as the date of the next world 
war. 


Meantime a policy of reasonable cir- 
cumspection should be followed by 
most merchants and manufacturers. 
It will be at least two months before 
the smoke and dust of the recent de- 
bacle have disappeared so that we can 
see with any degree of clearness, and 
until then it might be well to’ keep 
the topsails reefed, unless we get into 
a calm that makes it necessary for us 
to avail ourselves of every breeze that 
blows. Such a calm seems improbable. 
Business jin America has become an 
enormous force. Any serious diminu- 
tion in its volume seems to be unlike- 
ly, and the distress that the recent 
panic has caused will be forgotten 
just as soon as hope again takes pos- 
session of this hopeful people: 

From abroad the news is in the 
main encouraging. In undertaking to 
nationalize the coal mines of Great 
Britain, the MacDonald ministry is 
attempting an'‘experiment that will be 
watched with profound interest all 
over the world. If it is successful its 
effect, and the economic reformation 
that it will compel, will be felt by 
generations that are yet unborn, and 
it may prove to be the cornerstone of 
a new industrial philosophy concern- 
ing which all conservatives and many 
radicals are still doubtful.

BARNUM PREDICTS 
WORK ERA FOR U. 


BY R. L. BARNUM 

New York, November 10.—In recent 
years Wall Street has been so over- 
whelmingly bullish stock marketwise 
that a bear could hardly be located 
with a search warrant. Today, it is 
the other way round. Bears are very 
much in the majority. The almost ex- 
tinct bear of yesterday, today is a 
bull. 

Several years ago, before the 1920 
deflation, one of the ablest bankers 
in Wall Street, then a bear, was 
asked when the stock market would 
get right; that is, when there would 
be a return to something like normal 
conditions, This banker was then 


quoted in this column as saying, “Not 
until people all over the country who 
are making more money today than 
ever before, and making it easier, 
have to go back to work.” . 

From the viewpoint of this banker, 
the situation he then described had 
its beginning in the early days of the 
war. Large and small industrial 
plants all over the country went in 
for the manufacture of war supplies. 
Insiders in these companies knowing 
the profits that were being made, 
bought the stock of their own com- 
panies. Some of them, after getting 
their own stock, told their friends 
what they were: doing stock market- 
wise. Soon there was tangible proof 
of quick stock market profits. In 
cities and towns all over the country 
stock market profits were reflected 
in a marked change in the scale of 
living, on the part of first the few 
insiders in industrial companies. and 
then in a rapidly increasing circle, 

Bubble Breaks. 

Then the 1920 deflation period 
broke. In 1920, many people through- 
out this country who for several years, 
for the first time in their lives, knew 
what it meant to have a surplus over 
and above actual requirements and 
who were then playing around, stock 
marketwise, and otherwise had to go 
back to work. 

Considering the ground that was 
t aveled when the war and post war 
deflation period ended this country 
was in the strongest position of any 
country in the world. But we were 
not satisfied with that. We had to 
see if we could not make something 
that was very good, very much bet- 
ter. And we did. But some of the 
foundation we laid in the recovery 
stirting after the 1920 deflation pe- 
riod ended -was faulty. 

Not satisfied with the strong finan- 
cial and industrial situation we then 
held, we as a nation went in for 
mass production with the idea of re- 
ducing “over-head” and hence profits, 
We developed mass production al- 
right, such as the world had never 
before seen. But in so doing we were
